SiiAsciiAi, Aug. 22 —It is reported there 
was great slaughter in tho battle between 
the Japanese and Chinese forces at Chung 
Hun on Saturday last, in whiob the Japan- 
ess troops were driven from the. place. It 
is stated that Rev, James Wylle, a Presby- 
terian minister, has died from injuries re- 
ceived at tho hands of the Chinese soldiers. 

London-, Aug. 22.— Tho Coutral News is 
authority for the stotement thot tho oflicialB 
of tho Japanese legation deny that thore 
has been any eogagemenb recently, either on 
land or on the sea, between the forces of 
China and Japan. The oflioiala declare also 
that tho dispatch to the Standard from Ber- 
lin referring to Count Ito's remarks concern- 
ing tho interests of Japan and Russia in the 
completion of tho Siberian railway was the 
invention of tho Chinese embassy in the 
Gorman capital. 

A dispatoh to the Central News from 
Shaoqhai states that advices have been re- 
ceived there from Chemulpo to the eflfeot 
that some unimportant skirmishes have 
taken place on the great road, north Pong 
Sang, between Chinese and Japanese forces. 
The positions of the Japanese troops are un- 
changed, and all passes are strongly held by 
Japanese soldi^ra. 

A diapafh to a news agency in this city 
s'ates that tho King of Korea has declared 
himaolf independent of the Chineso govern- 
montund appoiiled to Japan for assistanco 
to expel the Chinese from tho country. 

A diepatoh from Shanghai to tho Central 
News Bays tho Chinese papers contain a re- 
port of a battle near Ping Yao, in which 
25,000 men on each aide wore engaged. The 
Chinese dispatch adda that tho Chinese 
claim they defeated the Japancao force, but 
reliable confirmation of the report of the en- 
gagcmant is wanting. Li Hung Chang has 
ordered the mobilizition of tho northern 
southern anil central Chineso fleets in the 
Gulf of Pe Chi-Li. Tho Chineee fleet is con 
voying a number of troop ships and coal 
ships from Taku to Port Arthur. Japanese 
nobles have eubacribed $80,000,000 as a fund 
to bo uaod in tho prosecution of the war. 
This fund draws no interest. 

Tho Japanese ore re-embarking large 
numbers of troops at Fusan. Nothing is 
known regarding their destination. The 
Chinese forces which occupied Yashan have 
evacuated that place and marched eastward 
in tho direction of Seoul. Tho force has 
been augmented by tho adhesion of numbers 
of sympathizing Koreans. The Chinese 
forces aro converging on Piogyang. The 
.Kaglisb line at the latter point remains in 
the possession of the Chinese. Nine thous 
and Japanese troops have left Seoul and 
marched in the direction of Pingyang. Two 
German fathers of the Catbolio mission at 
Si-ning-cou, in the southern part of the 
province of Shantung have been captured 
by banditti and held for ransom. A govern- 
ment posse is in pursuit of the robbers. 
Neither the Foreign OSoenor the Chinese 
j^ation hns reoelTed any nawB of the bat 
ties mentioned by the Times correspondent 
this morning. At the l^ation the officials 
say that Qeaeral Yeh ^ho formerly com- 
manded the Aaan baa joined his force of 
2,000 men to the Chinese northern army at 
Ping ¥ang. The aaocesa of this movement, 
the Chinese say, proves that the Japanese 
troops in Korea aro either weak or negligent. 

Bkki.in, Aug. 22 —The ollioials of the 
Japaiiefe legation hero underatand that Ad- 
miral I'rcmanlle, tho British naval com- 
mander in Kaat Aaiitic wators, has advised 
hia government not to claim indemniiy for 
the .sinking of tho Kow Shiog. 

P.viiis, Aug 22 —The Tokio correapond 
enl of Lo .Journal Debate telegraphs that 
tho court of inquiry investigating at Shang- 
hai the ciruuinatunccB of tho sinking of the 
Chinese transport Kow Shing by the Japon- 
eao warship Maniwa, has rendered a de- 
cision holding ihut the action of tho Japaneae 
commander in firing upon tho transport was 
juKtifitil, and therefore the Japanese gov- 
ernment will not be called upon to make 
any compensation for the duatruction of tho 
vcnaol. 

\V.\siiin(;to.n, O. C , Aug. 22 —Tho Jap- 
anese legation haa received no uowa of Uie 
engagement between tlic .lupuneoo and Chin- 
080 forces us reported from Shanghai. Tho 
officials of tho legation dinoredit tho re- 
ported Chineso victory, and call attention to 
the fact that tho first account of tho engage- 
ment at Aean described it as a defeat of the 
Japanese, in which their loss was 2,000 
killed and wounded. The ofTioials of the 
legation also express tho strongest confidence 
In theaocuraoy of the telegram received at 
the legation yesterday announcing that tho 
finding of the British naval court of inquiry 
■at^Shanghai into the Kow Shing oase was 
favorable to Japan. This statement regard- 
ing the action of the court was baaed upon 
information, as was the additional atutc- 
ment that the British Admiral had reported 
to his government that in hia opinion tho 
sinking of tho Kow Shing was justifiable. 
The Japanese legation denounces as ucquili- 
fiedly falao the assertion contained tn the 
dispatch published yesterday from Shanghai 
from tho correspondent of tho London 
Times that tho commander of tho Naniwa 
ordered tho men ho fire upon tho survivors 
from tho Kow Shine who wore struggling in 
tho water. 

Tacoma, Aug. 22. — .Some of tho Japmeso 
residenla have been informed by their coun- 
trymen who hfwii arrived from tho OriBUt 
during the past ten days, and also by letters 
from Jopan, that t heir government will not 
be satisfied with wiping nut China's assump- 
tion of domination in Korea, but will de- 
mand US a haais of settlement the province 
of Miinoliuria, which ia larger in area than 
all Korea. Manchuria was formerly pos- 
aeaaod by Japan. When it is ogain pcs- 
Bosscd by tliat country China will bo out oil 
from direct oommunication with Korea, 
which will have a tendency to weaken its 
infiuonofl over that country, and will also 
permit those who reside there and are 
friendly to Japan, but who are afraid to de- 
olare tbemselrea, to ^zpresa tbomBelvea 
freely.

— The Boting Korean 
minister to the United StatoB,-YeeSaqgSoo, 
and Jarng Jiang Whan, tho aeopad eeoretary

Minister Soo 
was sick when he arrived, but wili probably 
continue his journey at 10 o'clock to-night.

FIGHTING THE LORDS. 

Motlou to Reduce Tliclr Supplies Vottd Down 
— Jlr. .Sexton Assails the 
Government. 

Loudon, Aug. 21.— Jamss Henry Dalziel, 
Radical, moved in the House of Commons, 
this evening, that the House of Lords appro- 
priation bo reduced. He complained that 
the government had not stated their atti- 
tude to the proposal to withdraw tho power 
of 7eto from the upper house. He was 
called to order by the Speaker, who admoa- 
ithed hlin that he must adhere to the sub- 
ieot of file appropriation. After several 
Radicals had spoken in support of tho mo- 
tion, 

Bt. Hon. John Morley, Chief Secretary 
for Ireland, undertook, in Sir VVni. liar- 
court's absence, to reply for tho government, 
The minisiers were so fully sensible of the 
gravity and mugnitudo of the movement 
against tho Lorda, he said, that they refused 
to riiaa tho issuo on a trumpery question of 
oflioiala and salaries. During reccsa they 
would consider tho problem carefully, 

Thomas Sexton, unti-Parnellite for North 
Kerry, said that tho government had not 
riaen to the emergency and did not seem 
disposed to treat earnestly the demands 
from the people and thoir representations 
for a change in tho House of Lords. 

Eventually Mr. Dalziel's motion was ro- 
jeotod by a vote of 76 to 45.

Lo.vDON, Aug, 22. — In reviewing its own 
artieles cm the Ottawa interooloiaial oonfer. 
enoe the Times says : " Canada's keenness 

for tho Paoifio cable is remarkable beciuse 
she already has direct and unassailable tele- 
graphic oommuuioation with Great Britain. 
Tho Canadians in this aro working for one 
of the noblest ideas they could entertain, 
namely, the unity of the Empire, its securi- 
ty and prosperity. As regards the steam- 
ship scheme, tho difficulty is with the Aus- 
tralian coionica, which do not yet display 
such devotion to tho idea aa is shown by Can- 
ada. For the cable sctieme neverthelesa there 
ia abundant sympathy, which doubtleaa will 
developo into active concurrence. It ia ex- 
pected that the Karl of Jersey's report will 
bo in favor of subsidies for Atlantic and 
Pacific steamers. Tho idea of an Imperial 
service, entirely independent of tho outside 
world, promises auch solid advantages that 
no minor objections ought to be listened to 
for a moment. On the ooner&ry, it 
would be sound policy and good finance to 
incur some expense in order to establish it, 
even although tho prospect of ItB boaomiog 
fully self-supporting were somewhat remote. 
Tho stimulus to imperial oommerca would 
bo immense, und would indirectly bring im- 
perial advantages far more reliable than any 
that can be appraised in a slatistioal ab- 
stract." 



(From Our Own Correspondent.) 
OttawjI, Aug. 22.— It rests with British 
Columbia sealers to say whether tho Bohring 
sea qnestion shall be finally and promptly 
settled. I hear positively that $425,000, 
has' been offered by the United iStateagov- 
ornmont to bo voted next session of con- 
gress in payment of tho damages found 
against tho United States by the Paris 
tribunal last year on account of the 
seizure of Canadian scaling vessels 
in the open wators of Behring sea. 
If, however, tho government of Great 
Britain prefer to go on with the assessment, 
which it was originally nnderstoqd would he 
the method employed for the doteirmihation 
of these damages, then the claims will still 
bo open and the offer dropped, so that prac- 
tically, unless the plan of assessing the dam- 
ages goes on, the sum of $425,000 will . be 
voted by Congress next December in foil as 
a settlement of the claims of the Canadian 
sealers. Meanwhile the offer is on* 
derstood to be made without prejudice fo 
tho finding of an aesesBment. Should the 
latter method of arriving at the omount of 
damages bo resorted to the Canadian sealers 
might get less than is now offered. Sir C. 
H. Tupper, who returned from Washington 
to-day, vrill let tho sealers decide whether 
they will accept tho offer or not. 

The GoVernor-General has decided that 
the death sentence passed on Hugh Lynn, 
the Savary Island murderer, shall be exe- 
cuted. Ho will, therefore, bo hai ged on 
Friday. 

The dreaded thistle was yesterday dis- 
covered by Prof. Macoun growing along the 
line of tho Canadian Pacific railway near 
Smiths Fulls. It is aupposed that they 
dropped from tho cars carrying grain from 
Dakot* to the seaboard. 

Some time ago a portrait of the late Sir 
John Macdonald was painted by J. C. 
Forbes, of Toronto, for the Junior Conser- 
vative Club of that city. i'or some 
reason it was not delivered to the 
club. It is admitted to be a fioa . 
likeness of the late Premier, and is' 
valued at $1,000. A movement has been 
started here to purchase the painting and 
have it presented to Her Majesty as a mo- 
monto of the selection of Ottawa as capital 
of tho Dominion.

This la evidenced by tho statement which 
ha mai'e recently to the effect 
that 50 per [.cant. of the cattle 
Irom which tho milk eupply of tho city 
iraa drawn, were suffering from tuborculo- 
JM, whereas it haa been proved that only A\ 
par cent, of the cattle ao far oxaniined by 
the government inspector have been auffer- 
jng from any dieeaae whatever. We have 
jilao other reaaons for not desiring to work 
under Dr. Thomas' inspectorship, which 
will be disclosed when the dairymen meet 
the dty oonucil to frame a practicable com- 
mon Benae by-law for the inspection of milk 
and regulation of milk vendors. The dairy- 
men will also ask the city counoil the priv- 
ilege of aiding them in framing a by-law.

This indicates that in a S!ood many lines 
the Canadian farmer is better protected 
than the American farmer. The Americans 
were toteed to do this,, not by any consider- 
ation for Canada, but in the intcrestuf their 
industrial and city population which has 
fared so badly during the past two years of 
depression.

In fact, Canadai' is one of 
the best customers the United States have, 
and instead, of unfriendly tariff legislation 
has every reason to look for fair treatment.

■ A noteworthy feature of the market this 
week is thej receipt of the first of this year's 
orop of whoat, grown on Col. Prior's ranch 
on Hillside [avenue and sold yesterday to tho 
National ndlls. Though the grain ia about 
thre} weeks later in maturing this year than 
last, it is of fine quality. Last year tho 
first wheat was reoeived on August 2H and 
three yeara ago on July 28. Harvesting is 
now in full blast in the country and con- 
siderablo grain will probably be brought in 
during tho next, few weeks. E;;ga have ad- 
vanced five cents since last quotations, the 
riso being in coneiquonc;^ of a sbortago in 
supply. The otlierohi-iigeR are confined to 
fruits, xvbich in severa'. instances have 
dropped two and three cents per pound. 
Owing to tho n'tttm weather the stock of 
fresh meats is al-nost limited to tho daily 
demand. Fts.^. particularly salmon, . are 
bocoming moro plentiful and show greater 
signs of plenteoueneea.

THE LATEST PROPOSAL. 

The proposal to raise S.')50,000 to be ex 
pended in the improvement of the city 
water supply system will not, wo think, 
under present ciroumstaDces, be acceptable 
to the ratepayers. As long aa uncertainty 
exilti, not only as to the quality of the 
water of Elk Lake, bat as to its being oom 
petent to supply the city with a snfficlent 
supply of water at a proper pressure, the 
general impression appears to bo tiiut any 
considerable sum of money expended upon 
t.be present waterworks will be wasted 
There are many who believe that the source 
of Elk Lake's supply is too small to yield 
water enough to anffioe for the wants of the 
city, if it continues to grow as it has grown 
during the last six or seven years, and 
as it is likely to grow. The comfort, 
the health and the safety of the cili/.ens 
require a plentiful supply of good water, 
Before the large sum of S3d0,000 is voted to 
improve the waterworks at Elk lake tbo 
corporation ought to be satisfied that the 
lake will be capable of supplying the prcbi 
ble demand of tbo city and suburbs for say 
fifty yeara to come. The city, when con- 
sidericg a necessary work tike its water 
supply, should look at least that far ahead. 
A short-sighted, hand-to-montb polloy, in a 
matter of that kind, is the very worst and 
the leait exounablo sort of extravagance. 

The corporation, if Ihoy really desire to 
improve the city's water supply, should, 
without loss of time, take the proper meas- 
nres to aecare the services of an engineer of 
high reputation to advise them aa to the 
best meani of supplying this city with 
water. It would not take such an engineer 
long to give ihtini all the ioforniatiou they 
need reltuivo to the capacity of ICIk lake, 
Without the udvice of such au expert it will 
be, we are quite sasisfied, simply rain for 
them to apply to the ratepayers for author- 
ity to raise money to improve the water 
works. The citizens believe that there has 
been a great deal too much money wasted 
'upon these works already. 

AN INTERKSTINCr EX PBRIMENT. 

An interoating experiment is being mode 
in New Zealand to enuonrage immigrants 
and others to settle on the land. The OoV' 
ernment does not sell the land to the settler 
on easy terms nor does it make him a present 
of it. It divides large traols into small 
forms and leases those farms to the settlors. 
The rent is very low at first, but it inoreasos 
as the land is enfaanoed in value by the labor 
of the settler and bis neighbors. 3?he Gov 
ornment also lends the settler a email sum 
of money at a low rate of interest to give 
him a start. The interest of the loan Is 
added to the rent. The Government has 
borrowed about sixteen millions of dollars, 
partly in Great Britain and partly in the 
colony, to carry out the scheme. It was 
started six or seven years ago, and it 
has in' that time leased 22,677 acres 
to 900 settlors. The rent paid is 5 per cent, 
on the capitalized value of the land, rovalua 
lions being made at stated periods. The 
sum of Sl'iH.OOO baa beon advanced to these 
000 settlers and now the Government ia get- 
ting about $80,000 a year as rent and lul cr- 
est. It is said that the value of the ini- 
provomonts on which the Sl'-'S.OOO has been 
advanced ia $185,000. 

The settlers in New Zaaland are very dif- 



ferent from those in North America if they 
win be oonteiit to go on paying rent to the 
Govornmeut for the land .: they, are .them- 
selves improving. Farmers in America like 
to call the land they till and improve their 
own, and they want to have the power to 
leave it to their children. It may bo differ- 
ent in Now Zealand, thougli wo doubt it. Id 
America let tenant farmers rights be what 
they may, he feels that he is not In very deed 
the owner of the land and the yoke of the 
landlord galls him, no matter how easy he 
may try to make it. There have been re- 
volts against rent-paying by the settlors on 
agricultural lands In both the colonies of 
British America and the states of the Union, 
although the rent in some instances appeared 
to be merely nominal. We will be greatly 
surprised if the New Zaaland system of Gov- 
ernment landlordism will work smoothly or 
for any considerable length of time, 

A SERIOUS LOSS. 

The complniiit liiat tho corn crop of the 
United States will be this year to a great ex- 
tent u failure, is general. This means a 
great deal, not to one or two corn states 
alone, but to tho whole Union. The corn 
crop of last year amounted to the enormous 
quantity of l,0i9,-t96,i;U bushels. This 
year It will be greatly under that figure. 
Tfio corn looked well until the middle of 
July. Up to that time farmers confidently 
cxpooted a crop much better than the aver- 
ago, but tho hot, dry winds came and 
shrivelled up tho corn and completoly ruined 
it in several BeotlonB of tho country. This 
is what the St. Louis Globe-Democrat says 
of the damage to the corn crop: 

A falling off in the corn yield projects it- 
self farther than would a reduction In the 
crop of any other cereal. Owing to tho 
great magnitude of the average yield a 
shrinkage of 20 or 30 per cent, means a loss 
of several hundred millions of bushels. A 
comparhon of the condition now with that 
of a month ago indicates a loss of 500,000,000 
or 600,000,000 bushels in the crop, which 
Sgara is in excess of the entire wheat yield 
for tho year. When corn is plentiful and 
cheap it is fed largely to hogs, and the pre- 
sent reduction in tho crop, therefore, means 
higher prices for pork products of all sorts. 
Cotton is no longer king, nor is wheat. 
Corn has taken the scepter from those pro- 
ducts, and has held it for several years. 
With corn higher in price than wheat, a 
falling oflf in the yield which represents moro 
busbels than the whole of the wheat crop is 
a serious matter for the corn-producing 
states, for the railroads and for the country 
in general. 

ENGLISH ^WORKMEN. 

The August number of the North Ameii. 
can Review contains an article on " English 

Workmen and Their Political Friends," by 
Sir John Gorst. The views of thia eminent 
and able British statesman on Labor ques- 
tions are entitled to respectful attention, as 
he has evinced the greatest interest in labor 
matters and has taken an active part in con- 
ferences that have had for their object the 
amelioration of the condition of the work- 
ing man, not uf England only, but of many 
other countries. 

Sir John's observation and experience have 
shown him that labor in Great Britain need 
not expect a very great deal from legislators 
and polIMolans. He says : 

"Though there is comparatively little 
that changes in tho law can do to improve 
the condition of the workers, yet there are 
certain measures which have a tendency in 
this direction and which would be carried 
without shaking the foundation of society, 
without altering the laws of property and 
without letting in violent or revolutionary 
changes. But in reference to these no politi- 
cal leader has any definite plan to recom- 
mend, and at present there is no prospect of 
anything practical being done." 

The writer in order, we presume, to show 
how difficult it is to devise means for the 
aettlemont ot labor questions by legislation, 
reminds hia readers of how little the Royal 
Commission, from which so much was hoped 
and expected, has been able to do. He says: 

" The Royal Commission of Labor, after 
three years' ccniideration, could recommend 
nothing more practical than the encourage- 
ment of voluntary tribunals of conciliation 
and arbitration, butthey poiutod out in their 
own report that such institutions could only 
succeed in organized tradet; and it may be 
estimated from their report that the unor- 
ganized exceed the organized workers in a 
proportion of at least six to one. In fact it 
Is tho weaker party In a trade dispute that 
calls for conciliation and arbitration. Tho 
stronger will not hear of interferonuo. Tho 
Homestead strike in Pennsylvania in IS92 
would have been averted if the employei s 
who were the stronger were willing to nego- 
tiate or if any public authority.had existed 
capable of forcing them to do so." 

Sir John Gorst is of opinion that there 
should be some authority to compel tho par- 
tics to a labor dispute to meet to consider it 
and to devise means for a settlement. Ho 
would, if we understand him, have compul- 
sion go no further than this. The settle- 
ment should bo perfectly voluntary. Tho 
authority of tho State should not do moro 
than to bring the parties together. Speak- 
ing of the Homestead strike he, after com- 
menting on the miacbief it had done, the 
lives it had saortfioed and the loaaes it had 
Inflicted on all oonoemed, goes ' on to say ; 
"If any public body had been charged with 
the duty of mediating at tho beginning of 
the troublj, and had possessed auth- 
ority to bring the parties Uigother, all 
this would have beeu averted." Continu: 
hag bts argument, Sir John Gorst says : 
" The nation. It is true, has the strongest 
morol right to interfere, for it has not only 
to defray tho costs of keeping tho ring 
while tho fight goes on, but has its Interests 
and welfare jeopardized in all tho ramifica- 
tions of its complicated industries by tho 
stoppage of any partioular branch." But 
the reviewer has very little hope of his sug- 
gestion being adopted by the Parliament of 
( Jroat Britain, or accepted by either tho em- 
ployora or tho working class. " There is 
no force at present," ho says, " to overcome 
the Inertia of Government and Parliament 



and the establishment of tribunals of con- 
oUiation and arbitration is not yet within 
the sphere of practical politicians." 

Sir John Gorst seems to hope that when 
tho Conacrvatives aro again in power they 
will bo able to do something praotioal to- 
wards facilitating tho Bettlemenb of labor 
disputes. He holds that Conservatives, 
although it is not their polioy to show their 
hand while in Opposition, are both better 
able and more willing to help the worker 
than the Radicals. He says: "Tho Con- 
servfttivo party has in relation to labor (juoa- 
tlons one great advantage which the people 
are beginning to realize ; it is not pledged to 
organic change, and has therefore in ofiBoe 
more leisure, lot- social legislation. This is 
tho explanation of the undoubted faot that 
more of the recent laws for tho benefit of 
the workers have been passed under Con- 
servative than under Radical administra- 
tionB." 

It is observed in England as well as in 
this country that the Radicals are very 
attentive indeed to the worklngman im- 
mediately before a general election, but 
that their Interest in him Bubsidea in 
a most extraordinary manner almost 
as soon as the olections are over. 
Mothicg more is said of the expectations that 
were raised and the promises that were 
made. They seem to' have luddenly passed 
away from the remembrance of the onthusi- 
ostio Radicals as soon aa they were safely 
seated in tho Legislature. "Tho Radical 
party," says S:r John Gorst, " tries per- 
sistently to turn labor questions into party 
questions and to represent themselves aa tho 
solo friends of the working clasBes; . . But 
in spite of their Indecent zeal to arrogate to 
themselves the leadership of tho labor party, 
they fall for several reaaons to gain tho con- 
fidence of tho worktra." The same course 
has been pursued by the Kadioala on this 
side of the Atlantic and with a similar re- 
sult. 

As Sir John Gorit Is soon to pay this 
country a visit, the views of such a staunch 
and judicious friend of the wotkiugman will 
have peculiar interest for all intelligent Can. 
adians.

her beauty. Ho forgot his wife Ootavia in 
Rome and his duty as a general and leader 
of an army. He had several children by 
Cleopatra. Finally Octavion, hia brother- 
in-law, avenged tho wrong committed by 
AntoniuB. He captured Alexandria and 
drovo both Antonius and Cleopatra iuto 
death.

Tho 
Victoria Iron Works aro to supply all tho 
machinery and have already commenced 
work upon it. Only in one respect will tbe 
railroad dill'ur from tho one recontly com- 
pleted in Kitjuimalt, and that will be in 
size. It will be much smaller, and conse- 
quently the double gear will not bo re- 
quired, tho chains being also dispBused with 
and steel ropes aubatituted. Double en- 
gines, I Ux 12, with a high pressure boiler, 
and other machinery oorreapondingly pow- 
erful and capable of raiaing upright fifty 
tons weight, will be employed itf' the new 
ways. 'Ihe cradle which ia to be operated 
by it will be worked on rollers and will bo 
run on ways about 300 feet long. When 
completed the railroad can accommodate 
most local veeaela, or at least ony up to ."jOO 
toDB register.

AI!ATT01U.S, MAKKET-HAI,LS AND FOOD l.V- 
Ml'ECTION. 

The great municipal central Hlauglitor 
house and ciittlo market, superaciding 
hundreds or thousiuids ot priviito butcher 
aliopa, and njaciagod in such a way as to 
protect the public healtii, is now the rulo 
in the cities of Germany. 

It; is also the German policy to bring 
uader official oyersigbfc so fac as possible 
all articles of ordinary food consumption. 
To this end the ancient custom of open 
public market places is just now being 
metamorphosed into a marvelous modern 
system of vast municipal market halls, 
«rected in the populous quarters of the 
greater cities and at a convenient cen 
tral point in smaller places. Berlin has 
of lato been adding rapidly to the num 
ber of its housed markets, and its debt on 
account of the recent cost of land and 
buildings for this one purpose has 
reached about 25,000,000 marks. Th 
value of the total investment is cimi-ider- 
ably greater than the outstanding bond- 
ed indebtedness. It is tlio {xjlicy of th 
market hall administration to rent stalls 
and plans on a purely commercial bas<a, 
and to make the Dusinest profitable. 
The markets are on an admirable finaii- 
aiicia! fuotin{j;, and already help to light 
en rather than to increase the burdens of 
the general cit}' treasury. There is per 
haps no function that the (Jerinan cities 
would more unanimously consider as be- 
longing within the sphere of good inunj' 
cipu- housekeeping than the anxious and 
aggressive oversight of the food supply. 
This is a service that the private family, 
especially tlio poor family, cannot possi- 
bly secure on its own account. It is 
therefore projjor tliiit the authorities 
should intervene. The abattoir nuni- 
opoly is conducted under rules requiring 
that it shall pay its way, but shall not 
earn profits. 

A MOnKl, SySTKM OF I'OOli I'.Kl.IKK. 

For the care of the poor and the relief 
of all forms ot distress, whether tompor 
ary or poruianeiit, the German cities are 
superbly organized The policy under 
which relief is administered han the ad 
' vantage of being a national and uniform 
one. Thus, while the practical working 
of the policy belongs to the municipal 
administration, there is perfect harmony 
of method, not only throughout Prussia, 
but also. throughout the whole (ierman 
empire, with the exception of Bavaria 
and AIsace-Lorrai^ie. Let us glance at 
the organizntion of Berlin, for example, 
as a typical city. There is a strong central 
department of tlio city government with a 
magistrate at its head, and with com- 
petent specialists and general advisers at- 
tached to it, But the practical work of 
relief is administered by about 250 local 
committees, the city being divided for 
purposes of poor relief into that number 
of districts. Each district committee has 
attached to it, ex-officio, a nieinbef of the 
municipal council, and a physician who 
has been appointed as the regular city 
physician for that neighborhood. In ad- 
dition to these oflicers, the local com- 
mittee contains from five to twelve citi- 
zens who reside in the district, and who 
have been appointed on the ground uf 
character and trustworthiness. 

To be designated a member of one of 
these local committees for the relief of 
the poor is regarded a» a mark of respect, 
and is esteemed a suljsUiutiai honor. It 
shows thal^a man has good standing with 
his'neighfctora, and also that he possesses 
the confidence and regard of the ruling 
authorities .of Berlin. Xo man would 
dream of refusinj; to servo on such a com- 
mittee. Moreover, refusal would carry 
with it tlio iieiialty of increased taxes, 
and, under certain circumstances, a sus- 
jiension of civil and political privileges. 
!No remuneration is attached to these ap- 
pointments, and the duties connected 
with them are far from nominal, and may 
not bo shirked. Each district is sub- 
divided so th'it every citi/.en-nieniber tif 
the kcal coiiiiiiittee ia made rcspijnsible 
for a certain luiniber of funiilies and 
houses. He is exjiceted to knowtliecon- 
dition of his liitli; parish. He is fully 
authorized to adminiater prompt relief m 
pressing cases, and is under obligation to 
examine thoroughly into ull cases which 
require continued assistance. 

(ierniany has not been satislied, how- 
ever, with the catablisliiiieiit of a more 
satisfactory metiiod of poor-relief than 
any other country has put into practice. 
It has seemed to German administrators 
and philunthtopiats that the whole 
modern plan of public alms ought to be 
superseded by a system of publicly man- 
aged insurance against sickness, accidents, 
jierniiuient iuvulidiam and the feebleness 
of (lid age — a system aiming at nothing 
else tlian tlic ultimate abolition of jxiv- 
erty. Toward tiiis ideal the (jermaiis 
have been very bravely and creditably 
making their way for some years. The 
buainoss of insurance against sickness has 
now for a decade or more been carri(!d on 
by numerous (Jerinau niuniciiialiliea, in 
order to siiiiplument the various ndief 
funds of tlie ti-aiies-unioiis, and of the 
volunteer benefit associations existing in 
the dilibront wards and localities of all 
the larger German towns. It has been 
the policy both of the general govern- 
ment and also of tho niunici])al author- 
ities, to encourage and protect in every 
way tho formation of tlieso neigiiborliooil 
and trade societies for insurance agniiisc 
illness or accident. The system as a 
whole, whether nuinicijial or other\vi!i(', 
has had ;rer;. great development tliroii;^li- 
out Germany ; and at length the (iernmn 
empire has added the crowning tcjueh by 
enacting a law for tho insurance of the 
working classes against the holplessnoas 
of old age. ,

matters of detail. Jloat of them pay an', 
interest of about three per cent. The 
convenience of depositors is served in the 
larger places by the maintenance iiof i a 
great number of branch oflices scattered 
through the different wards and neighbor- 
hoods. Thus the Berlin savings bank 
system has seventy-five or more receiving 
oflices, and the Hamburg system has- 
forty. Berlin has more than 4W),000 
depositors, with tutal deposits at the 
present time approaching 150,000,000 
marks. The Haraburi! deposits had 
passed the 100,000,000 point several 
years ago, and Iiyere mpidfy growing in. 
volume. Dresden makes tho remarkable 
showing of nearly 300,000 outatanding. 
depositors' books, witfi total depos its well 
e.Kceeding 50,000,000 marks. Loipaic, 
Magdeburg, Frankfort-on-Main, Han- 
over, Konigsburg and Duaseldorf carry, 
in proportion to their population, mar- 
velouBly largo sums in the municipal sav- 
ings banks, distributed among very groat 
numbers of depositors. Altona and 
Bremen show statistics almost incredible ; 
and it wcmld seem that in Aachen (Aix) 
almost evei7 mun, wojiiaj) and child in 
tho city holds a bank book. 

Municijial pawnshops (Leihhauser) arff 
quite as general in the German citiea .as 
the municijial savings banks. These, 
like the savings flanks, are a venerable 
institution in G'ermany. The the [tublio 
loan otlice of Augsburg dates from tho 
year 1001 ; Nuremberg's was founded in 
1018, and Hamburg's 1050. Those of 
Dresden, Munich, Breslau, Frankfort-on- 
Main and several smaller cities, are more 
than a hundred years old. Berlin's was 
established just sixty years ago. Leipsic 
and Cologne bt'gan the business early in 
this century, as did Strasbr.rg and a 
dozen other cities. On the otlier hand, 
a considerable number of tlie i ipidly 
growing industrial centres of Germany 
have established municipal pawnshops' as 
a part of the new municipal activities of 
the last ten or Bfteen years Experience 
has fully satisfied the liornian ciii-a as ti> 
tho feasibility, and the practical benefit 
to tho poor, of an assumption by the 
municipality itself of the function of 
loan agent, 

FBACIICAL IRAININO AS A MOWICIPAi 

TASK. 

The conception entertained in Ger- 
many of the coniniuiiity 's duty toward 
tho child is a broader one than that which 
prevails in our American cities. Every 
thoughtful man in the empire has recog- 
nized the fact that the industrial and com- 
mercial, as well as the military and poli- 
tical, future of Germany dojionds upon 
tho universality of the best kind of edu- 
cation. Tlie (.ierinan cities have been 
trying to make their school systems fit 
tho necepsities of their population. They 
have made elementary education univer- 
sal and compulsory. They have intro- 
duced much manuad .training and physi- 
cal culture into their school courses, and 
are many years In advance of our Ameri- 
can cities 111 adapting the (juality of in- 
struction to tho practical ends that com- 
mon school education ought to serve. 
Tho fresh and practical characteir of popu- 
lar education in German cities owes very 
much to the fact that,'in addition to the 
permanent school officials who supervise 
tho entire educational system of any 
given municipality, there are nunieroua 
local school boards upon which a great 
number of competent citizens are asked 
to serve. This service is required upon 
principles similar to those which call citi- . 
xoaa of character to the work of adminis-. 
tering poor relief. Thus in Berlin there 
are some thousands of reputable citizens 
who are responsibly and ioiimalely con- 
nected with tho city's educational system. 
Here again wo lind a safeguard against 
the mechanical and perfunctory tenden- 
cies of routine officialism. 1 am sure 
that, 80 far as elementary education is 
concerned, our American cities have 
much to learn from the methods and re- 
sults attained by German cities.

The plftintitl's oUim amouuta to 8;),G03.41, 
consistiDg of items endorsed on the amend- 
ed writ and alleged to be due to him by the 
defendant, bb hia former purtner, under the 
terms of their deed of diuaolution of part- 
nership of the 28ch of Ojtober, 1892. Be- 
fore dealing with these itonia I ihiuk it boat 
to dispose of some chur)i;ea made in tho 
statement of dofeuce aguioct plaintiff for 
negligenoo on hia part in failinp; to prosecute 
certain olainiB for damages which the late 
firm had ugainat Hiiaa Brothora, of Sua 
Franoiaoo, and Grant & Co., of Ontario. If 
the defendant meant to press the ohurgee, 
he should have done ao by oountor-oluim 
and stated hia loaa. [However, under tho 
agreement of dissolution the prosecution or 
abandonment of the claima was loft to the 
plaintiiTs disoretion; and, judging from the 
evidence given at tho trial, I think that he 
exoroiaed that ditoretiou rightly when, 
after proper incjuiries, he abandoned tho 
olnima, for there was no foundation for tho 
one against Haos Brothers, and very littlo 
to justify legitl proceedings against Grant & 
Co. That part of tho plaiutiira claim which 
ohartiea tho defendant with his half aharo of 
invoioea not brought, to account at tho time 
of the diasolutioD, and of allowances to oua- 
toniors of the lirm for shortages, errors, 
etc., haa been aatisfaotorily proved ; 
but" it ahonld, in my opinion, be in- 
creased by the item of $101.;iU which wus 
improperly treated as a debt duo by Turner, 
Beoton & Co., whereas ic was only a claim 
for damages wbioh stood on the same foot- 
ing as the olaiiDB against Haas Brothers and 
Grant & Go. It never was a debt, and, 
therefore, cannot be either a good or a bad 
debt) now. Moreover, it has been proved 
that the elaim ponid not have been sub- 
stantiated! beaee it mast either be treated 
now as an allowanoe that should have ap- 
peared in sheet D, or be admitted as a 
separate allowance. Xhe charge of §729 05 
is a proper one, as lb was an ovet'credit en- 
tered by a former book-keeper to close his 
booka that was overlooked at the time of the 
disaolution, and only discovered slnoe then 
by the plaintiU'a book-keeper, who was also 
book-keeper for the late firm. The loss of 
SISO on the sealing venture undertaken by 
the partnership has also been proved. The 
defendant will consequently have to bear his 
half of all the charges and allowances re- 
ferred to besides half of the aggregate aum 
of $1283 07 for dobta which his counael has 
admitted are bad. Tho " bad dobta," aa 
made out by tho plaintiff iu sheet E, amount 
to S5SGG.11, and to a further aum of S;{212.20 
made up of items endorsed on the amended 
writ, exclusive of Wright &, Co.'s account of 
$1140 inserted, as the plaintiff's counsel 
states, by mistake. Following out what I 
have said reapccting the claim against Tnr- 
ner, Boeton k Co. it muat be eliminated from 
the bad debts Fchedule, und dealt with aa I 
have stated. The total amount of bad debts 
will, according to the plaintifTa con- 
tention, as thua amended, bo §8,977.01 
aa against $1,283 67 admitted to be 
bad by the defendant. The diff.ireno3 in 
these figures is §7,693 34 — certainly a very 
Hrge one in view of the fact that all the 
debts are at least two years old. A full 
explanation of each of these debts, of the 
elTorts made to collect each, and of the 
cause of failure in that respect, was given 
by the plainlifTs manager as well as by his 
book-keeper ati the trial. Both of these 
gentlemen occupied somewhat similar posi- 
tions under the late firm, and, moreover, 
appear to have enjoyed the confidence of 
the defendant as well aa of the plaintiff. 
Their evidence therefore is entitled to great 
weight ; and it has oonvinoed me that all 
the debts classified as "bad" by the 
plaintiff, were properly so classified. Take 
for inatanoe the following items : No. 1 
" F. L. Stephonann, §16 20." This was for 
interest on an account due by an Indian, 
and paid by Stephenson as his guarantor. 
There being no oontraot to pay interest, 
Stephenscm as was his right, refused to pay 
it. As to item No. 3 "Bill & Norgate 
$63 50," the debtors made an assignment, 
and the sum of $63 50 represents the loss 
after the estate was wound up. Theeo two 
are fair samplea of tho remaining debts 
which make up the aggregate of §7,693 34, 
and which tho defendant rofuacd to odmit 
to be bad, even after hearing tho convincing 
evidence to that effect, which I have alluded 
to. In deolining to make such admisaion, 
he rcliea, as he statee, on the stipulation in 
the agreement " that before any auch debts 
ao taken us good" (at the time of the 
diaaolution) "shall bo ruled oil as bad, 
or any leg^l proceedings shall be 
taken for thu collociion of such debtp, the 
said Maynard Uavelock Cowan shall be con- 
sulted with, and bis consent to such ruling 
off, or the takingof any such legal proceed- 
ings bo first ubiuined." Leaving out the 
question oa to whether Mr. Cowan was 
properly consulted or not — for there is con- 
fliciiog evidence on that point — tho fact is 
undisputed that the plaintiff's manager 
ruled off tho debts in question in December, 
1893, as " bad debts" without Mr. Cowan's 
consent. The question, therefore, is, could 
that consent have been dispensed with from 
tlie plaintiff's point of view, viz ; on the 
ground that the defendant was unreasonably 
withholding it, or oan it be dispensed witn 
now by me in view of the fact that it has 
been proved that the debts referred to ore 
bad, and, to ray mind, nnqnestlonably bo. 
In the agreement, there is no covenant by 
tho defendant to give his consent — tho only 
oovenant as to oonsent being a covenant by 
the plaintiff that he will nob rule off' any 
debts aa bad without first obtaining tho de- 
fendunt's oiniaent ; nor is there any proviao 
siniilur to tint which is sometimes inserted 
in leiiacB to tho eil'iict that whore consent is 
nccesHiiry in ahculd not ho " unrcaaonubly " 
or " arhitrnrily " withheld, olliorwise tho 
proBont difliculty might have boon over- 
come. (So Trenlor v. liigge, 22 W. R. 
813 ; Toloman v. I'ortbury, L. R. 5 Q B 
288 ; Scott v. Corporation of Livorpool, 27 
L. J. Chy. 611. Coneeiit in tho dofoudanl'u, 
u» in every other puraon'a crbo, iiiiplica un 
act of reason accompanied with deliberation, 
and that too of a perfectly free and 
untrammelled oharncter. (See also "Con- 
son " Stor'''a Jurisprudonoo, last edition.) 
If I she IB requested, dooido that the 
debts led aro bad and give judgment 

acoo , i should thereby bo depriving 

th' udant of hia right to oxoroise his 
y ,cnient in that roapect, a .right that has 
^een solemnly aaaurcd to him by the plain- 
tiff in tho argument of disaolution. I may, 
and do, think that tho defendant haa been, 
and ia, acting moat unreaaonably ; but I have 
no po'vcr to overide atipalations which he 
and tho plaintiff have deliberately made, 
and substitute others which they have not 
agreed to, merely beoauae the stipulations 
operate hardly on the plaintiff, The well 
known case of Jones v. St. John's oollego L. 
B. 6 Q.B.,123 Is an iostanoe of the refusal by 
the court to relieve a obntraotor from houvy 
penalties to which he had sabjected himself 
by failing to do certain work which ho hud 
agresd to do within a specified time althougn 
the doing of tho work within that tin e 
proved as it turned out to be a matter of 
ubaoluto impoaaibility. 

Tho pluintill'a counsel contended thnt 
tlio atipultttinu aa to consent merely 
moaut a consent to tho act of '* ruling 
off a debt " as -bad, and that it did 



not oonatqnently debar tho plaintiff from 
provitg a debt to bo bad, and recovering his 
proportion of it by means, for instance, of a 
judgment of this court. But, aooording to 
ft well known rule, meroi-ntilo docu- 
monta maab be aonstruod in their mer- 
cantile sense; and, following that rule, my 
interpretation of the language referred to, 
ia that it was agreed ti:at no debt should bo 
adjudged to be bad wit.L'out tho defendant's 
concurrence. Tho nMo "rnlinc; off" of a 
debt ia a nianuol or pbyaioal act which any 
clerk might perform; h^t it will not be de- 
nied that to make such an act effective the 
direction or consent of tho employer would 
bo a prer( ijuiaito, ani auoh direction 
conasnt, I need hnrdly aay, 
would imply a conaideraticn and adjudica- 
tion of thu matle'r on the part of tho mauler. 
Hero tho agreement ia, in effect, that ua 
each member of tho expiring firm has an 
equal interest in the book debts the decision 
that any of such debts aro bad shall not rest 
with either party, but shall be the joint de- 
cision of bc}th. Tho plaintiff's oluim for half 
the amount of the debts which tho defend- 
ant doclinoa to admit are bad, muat there- 
fore fail. 

1 have drawn out a statement based on 
tho evidence showing how, in my judgment, 
tho accounts botwoon the ijlnintitf and de- 
fendant now stand, und how thuy would 
have stood had I feh myself at liberty to 
take the oppoailo view, advanced by tho 
pluintiiFs counsel, that tho absence of tho 
defendant's consent to ruling off the debts 
UB bad v/as no obstaolo lu tho granting of 
the relief asked for in this action. If tho 
view I tako of tho whnle cu.-.e bo correct the 
plaintiff still has in his huuda a balanuo of 
purchase money amounting to §188.96, 
which, by the terms of the agreement, he 
haa tho right to retain until the question of 
what debts are bad is finally settled. The 
defendant, therefore, cannot be entitled to 
a judgment for that amount. Oa the other 
band there is, as I find, nothing due to the 
plainiif?; yet I ought nob to diamisa his 
action, for were I to do 80 any, fntore elaim 
made by him upon thsf defendant for bontri- 
butlon in respect of any debts mutnally oon- 
sideredto be " bad," might be barred on the 
ground o( that claim being rea judicata in 
this action. I therefore think the proper 
couree is to order a nonsnib, which I now do, 
but with leave reserved to the plaintiff to 
take auoh other proceedings with respect to 
any of tho matters involved in the action aa 
he may be advisod. The nouauit la to be 
without costs, as the course adopted by the 
defendant has, as I have said, been un- 
reasonable.

B. C IMMIGRATION. 

Ellorts Will He Miulu to Bring Out Irish 
ijettlers, 

Mr. Thomas Connelly, for many years 
connected with Dominion inimigrutioa af- 
fairs, is again in Victoria. He returned to 
Canada last spring and remained in Ottawa 
during tho aeasion. 

"At this timo," says he, "I made arrange- 
ments with tho government and tho C. P. 
R, to take a trip to this section and gather 
information fer a campaign in Ireland. It 
is fourteen years since I last visited this 
portion of tho world, und in that time won- 
derful progress has been made. The C. P. 
R. is oerlainly one of tho tineet piocea of 
work in tho world If it was possible to 
convey any idea of tho manifold attractions 
of the transcontinental trip, 1 am certain 
that yon would have many thousands of 
tonrista oat in this direction every year. 

"I hava been instrumental already in 
sending quite a few people to your province 
A number of settlers along Englishman's 
river and French creek are among thcac. 

"Just at thepreaent timo tho strikee in the 
United Statoa and the general depression 
has had a bid fclfect on emigration, but the 
licie ia turning. You may look for an intlu.v 
of very deelrable people during the next 
year or so. From tho nature of the country 
I do not as a rule advise n.cn of no means to 
come to this section. In n)y opinion a set- 
tler should have enough to keep him for a 
year or two at least. It is this class that I 
will try to aend to your province on my re- 
turn homo. 

" Ooo of my atrongest arguments in favor 
of this seotien is the climate. To men who 
are making a scart in life the esoape from 
tivo or six months of frost and snow is very 
grateful. 

" Part of my business ia to distribute 
printed matter oontaiiiiug late and accurate 
information on the country. Then I care- 
fully wotch the pipers and clip out any- 
thing of interest. Just now capital is seek- 
ing investment which it fails to find In tho 
old country. Alany of these como to me for 
information. I point out to thorn tho re- 
sources of this countJy, its iron, coal, liaher- 
ies, timber and mining, and often help them 
select a favorable point for operations. 

" The reionroei of British Columbia are 
many and great. All that ia needed is a 
population to develop them. There is a fair 
urea of land suitablo for agricultural pur- 
poses, though muoh of it is not so easy to 
bring under cultivation, owing to the tim- 
ber, as is the land furtlier east. 

"The rush of emigration to tho United 
States will no doubt be regulatod sood, and 
Canada will profit by 'the faot. 

" I will remain here a abort time and then

A h'tT.MiiEB of Japanese cannery employes 
who arrived down from tho north by the 
IJoecowitz yesterday, signify their intention 
of taking passage for homo by tho Empress 
sailing Tuesday, their patriotism being 
stirred to such an extent that they have de 
cided to cH'or themselves as rccruita for tho 
army. Yokohama, Kobe, Tokyo and all the 
other important harbors of Japan are now, 
according to private letters recently to 
hand wired and torpedoed, so that merchant 
vessels cannot enter any of them save in 
tho daytime. A letter to Mr. Lion C, 
BariT from a brother in Shanghai, contains 
tho following Interesting paragraph, doubly 
interesting !n that it throws a new side 
light on the Kow Shing alTiir, intimating 
that she was at the time of hor destruction, 
under, not the British, but the Chinese 
Ihg. "Now that war is inevitable between 
Chiua and Japan over tho su/.orainty of 
Korea, "Mr, li->r 11' remarka in his letter," 
trade will be duller than over in Iheso 
parts. War baa not been ollioially declared, 
hut hostiliticu have already been witncsHcd 
in Korea, though we can got no reliable in- 
formation yot as the wires are continually 
iniorrupted and every availablo steamer is 
chartered for curiying troops. All sorts 
of rumors are Hying around, hut nothing is 
proved except that tho fine high-powered 
steamer Kow Shing, only just sold to tho 
ChinoBO governnicnt by tho Ihdn-Chiucao S. 
N. Co., haa been sunk by a broadside from 
a Japanese cruiser near Chemulpo, und all 
on board, except forty rosoued by tho 
French gunboat Lion, drowned. There 
were from 1,500 to 1,700 Chinese troops on 
board. I think the Japs will defeat the 
Chineso in tho engagements, but the rnilliona 
of China will enable her to wear her littln 
enemy out."

An oventng paper 
ia authority for tho statement that tho Pull- 
man Company has rcoogni/.sd tho briolt- 
niukera' union of I'ullinan and Koneland, 
and tho strike in that branch of tho big con- 
cern will soon be over. 

Governor Altgeld and tho mayor of the 
city this afternoon hit on a plan of relieving 
the starving Pullman strikers. Tho echeme 
is to securo the aid of the railroads by their 
furnlBhing free traueporlation to all those of 
the men who desire to seek work in other 
cities and towns of tho ooiintry.
